Through  the  first  six  montha  of  this 
year  the  Cooperative  Program  re¬ 
ceipts  through  the  offices  of  the  Mis¬ 
sissippi  Baptiat  Convention  Board 
amounted  to  94,4CS,(>7,  which  was  a 
14.7  per  cent  increase  over  the  same 
period  of  1977.  This  increase  amounted

Baptist  missionary,  on  June  15  at  the 
Sanyati  compound. 

The  largest  of  the  other  appropria¬ 
tions  was  $25,000  to  reconstruct  a  por-

Another  relief  project  received 
$20,000  for  the  start  of  a  well-drilling 
program  in  Haiti.  A  volunteer  well 
driller  is  available  to  begin  work  as 
soon  as  supplies  and  materials  arrive 
in  Haiti. 

Two  appropriations  of  $10,000  each 
will  aid  people  forced  from  their 
homes.  One  project  will  assist  re¬ 
fugees  of  a  volcanic  eruption  in  the 
Ambon  region  of  Indonesia  who  need 
water  pumps,  fishing  nets  and  other 
necessities  to  continue  living  as  they 
have  in  the  past.

Harrassment  Intensifles 
With  Prayer  Meet  Attack

JERUSALEM  (BP)  -  An  angry 
mob. attacked  Christians  meeting  for 
prayer  and  Bible  study  June  17  in 
Rishon  Letsion  as  harrassment 
against  Jewish-Christian  believers  in¬ 
tensified,  following  the  passage  of 
“anti-miasionary”  legislation. 

Some 200  religiaus  extremists  farced 
entry  into  the  home  of  Arthur 
Goldberg  where  Christians  were 
gathered  for  their  regular  Saturday 
morning  Bible  study  and  prayer. 

They  tore  up  Biblw  and  bynobbooks, 
brandished  their  fists  and  shouted 
abusive  language  as  they  rampaged 
through  the  house. 

ThreaU  were  made  to  run  the  be¬ 
lievers  out  of  town  or  to  hang  them  on 
telephone  poles.  The  mob  also  talked 
of  arson  bodily  harm.  They  at¬ 
tacked  a  car  bringing  a  blind  visitor  to 
the  meeting,  tore  off  iU  door  and  tried 
to  pull  the  occupants  out 

^  The  Jewish-Christian  group  was  ac¬ 
cused  of  kidnapping  U  chUdren  and 
locking  them  in  a  room  to  await 


“shipment  to  the  mission  in 
Jwusalem.” 

Once  again  the  wording  of  the  recent 
“anti-mu^onary"  legislation,  known 
as  the  Abramovitz  Law,  was  used  to 
explain  the  reason  for  such  violence. 
TIm  attackers  returned  during  the 
night  and  tried  to  stir  up  neighbors  by 
d^ribing  the  Goldbergs  and  their 
friends  as  “traitors,”  “buyers  of 
souls,”  “enemies  of  the  state,”  and  as 
“using  their  unlimited  financial  re¬ 
sources  to  corrupt  the  minds  of  the 
young.” 

GoMberg.  an  employee  of  a  large 
airline,  is  an  Israeli  citizen  who  im¬ 
migrated  in  1971 .  He  also  holds  United 
States  citizenship.  He  said  in  a  press 
release  issued  June  19  that  this  event  is 
“another  link  in  a  chain  that  is  now 
(hsconcertingly  and  rapidly  growing 
and  indicates  the  kind  of  climate  the 
recent  anti-mission  law  is  creating.” 
He  believes  that  “pressure  must  be 
brought  to  bear  on  the  Israeli  govern- 
naent  to  put  an  immediate  end  to  these

Eugene  and  Reva  Milby,  for  exam¬ 
ple,  are  stationed  at  Plumtree, 
Rhodesia,  two  miles  from  the  Bots¬ 
wana  border.  They  understand  that 
the  government  or  the  mission  (or¬ 
ganization  of  missionaries  in 
Rhodesia)  may  tell  them  it  Would  be 
too  dangerous  to  return  there. 

“If  they  said  I  couldn’t  go  back  to  my 
work  in  that  area.  I’d  have  to  re¬ 
evaluate,”  Milby  said.  “I  think  we 


would  have  to  determine  if  we  would 
want  to  transfer  to  another  field.”  But 
the  Milbys  agree  that  they  intend  to 
work  at  Plumtree,  “until  the  dear 
slams  shut.” 

Bd  and  Mary  Ann  (Missy)  Moses 
had  been  stationed  at  Sanyati,  living 
next  door  to  the  Dunaways,  unHI  their 
recent  transfer  to  the  newly  indepen¬ 
dent  land  of  Bophuthatswana.

Ballard  White’s  Ministry 
Earns  Sioux  Acceptance

EAGLE  BUTTE,  S.  D.  (BP)  - 
Missionaries  Ballard  and  Bonita 
White,  drivliic  a  dusty,  battered  sta¬ 
tion  wagon,  approached  a  young  Sioux 
Indian  on  honeback. 

As  they  drove  dose,  the  couple  could 
Me  the  youngster  was  crying.  They 
waved  —and  drove  on  by. 

The  Inddent  occurred  about  three 
years  into  their  ministry  with  the  In¬ 
dians.  “If  it  had  happed  two  years 
earlier,  we  would  have  stopped  and 
tried  to  help,”  said  White,  “and  we 
would  have  loM  that  boy.  In  Sioux  trad- 
ition,  you  don’t  see  a  man  cry.  We 
wanted  to  honor  that  tradition.” 

White,  appointed  missionary-pastor 
l>y  the  Southern  Baptist  Home  Mission 
Board,  moved  to  South  Dakota  12 
years  ago.  At  first.  White,  md  his  wife 
and  two  sons,  lived  99  miles  from  the 
'^aervation  and  visited  Eagle  Butte  on 
weekends  “I  think  the  Home  Misston 
Beaf*!  was  trying  to  break  us  In 


gently,”  he  said.  “But  the  only  way  to 
help  people  here  is  on  a  oae4o-one 
basis,  and  to  do  that,  you  hove  to  live 
with  them  to  develop  bonds  of  trust.” 

In  the  beginning,  adjustment  was 
trying.  The  nearest  physician  and 
shopping  center  were  100  miles  away. 
T'j  the  Indians,  who  were  well  ac¬ 
quainted  with  the  Catholics  and  Epis¬ 
copalians  ( the  esUhlislied  churches  on 
the  reservation )  Baptists  were  a  breed 
apart. 

White  was  conceraed  about  his  fam¬ 
ily.  “It  was  hard  for  me  to  see  my  old¬ 
est  son  coHM  home  from  school  every 
day  with  his  Up  swollen,  his  body 
bruised  from  the  fights”  to  prove  ha 
was  worthy  of  acceptance.  But  that 
was  over  in  a  few  months.  “StiU,”  he 
said.  “It  took  us  six  or  seven  years  to 
feel  really  accepted." 

Pressures  occur  as  the  spirit  of 
traditionalism  encounters  progressive 
ways  on  the  (Sieycnns  River  Raaorva- 
tion.  It  ouy  be  partleularly  difficult 


for  the  Indians  torn  between  becoming 
Baptist  or  remaining  loyal  to  their 
heritage. 

Hostels  and  physidaiM  are  mis¬ 
trusted.  The  tribal  madiclne  man  is  a 
respected  figure  In  the  community. 

The  typical  eight-member  Indian 
famlUes  live  in  two-room  structures 
with  cots,  a  coffeepot  and  a  ootqrle  of 
chairs.  There  is  no  indoor  plutnbliM. 
Several  frose  todeeth  last  winter  when 
the  chill  factor  sank  to  99  degrees 
below  zero.  White's  face  was  frostbit¬ 
ten  several  times. 

There  is  a  high  incidence  of  al¬ 
coholism:  nine  out  of  ten  families  hove 
an  akohoUc  member.  Often  children 
become  alcoholics  before  they  reach 
high  school. 

And  although  it’s  an  improvement 
over  previous  years,  unsmploymant In 
Eagle  Butte  Is  a  whopping  19  percent.

Hie  burial  sheet  con¬ 
tains  strange  markings  which  show  up 
on  a  photographic  negative  as  the  face 
and  body  of  a  bearded  man  with 
wounds  seemingly  identical  with  those 
inflicted  on  (Christ’s  body.  Negatives 
also  seem  to  show  the  marks  of  a 
crown,  similar  to  the  crown  of  thorns, 
around  the  head  of  the  man.  The  sheet 
is  about  fourteen  feet  long  and  three 
feet  wide.

that's  not  always  what's  best.  I  have  to 
decide  if  the  ne^  is  reel  or  whether  it’s 
a  ploy  to  get  more  alcohol.” 

Indian  tradition  hampers  them  from 
saving  their  earnings.  They  don’t  store 
up  goods,  but  give  them  away.  The 
more  you  can  give  away,  the  weoUthier 
you  appear  to  be.  "If  you  come  upon 
some  extra  money,  you  throw  a  feast 
for  all  your  friends  —  you  don't  buy 
shoes  for  the  kids,”  White  explained. 

In  his  work  with  six  congregations. 
White  travels  an  average  of  2,588  miles 
per  month,  holding  Bible  studies, 
showing  films  and  meeting  needs  In 
places  he  wasn't  allowed  to  enter  12 
years  ago. 

He  b^an  his  work  slowly  visiting 
tribal  leaders  and  handing  out  tracts. 
He  took  toys  to  the  children  at  Christ¬ 
mas.  Now,  he  is  invited  into  the  homes. 
He  takes  layettes  to  each  newborn, 
holds  Bible  studies  at  the  requests  of 
the  Indians.  With  other  miasksiaries, 
he  holds  summer  camps  for  Indian 
children. 

White's  message  is  simple,  “God 
loves  you,  and  he  can  make  your  life 
better.”  But  the  ntessage  doesn’t  slop 
there.  White  realizes  that  he  must  be 
what  he  preaches. 

White's  predecessors  at  Eagle  Butte 


experienced  rapid  turnover,  lasting 
from  a  few  months  to  barely  over  a 
year.  But  White  came  with  a  determi¬ 
nation  to  stay. 

"I  learned  a  long  time  ago  I  can't 
bring  about  changes,”  he  explained. 
"That  just  Isn't  my  responsibility .  I  try 
to  remember  to  just  turn  it  over  to  the 
Lord.”

Seven  Chnrches 

’There  are  seven  Baptist  churches  in 
Jordan,  two  of  them  self  supporting. 

All  have  national  pastors.  The  pastor 
at  Amman  operates  a  very  impressive 
evangelistic  tape  ministry.  In  addition 
to  the  seven  churches  thm  are  seven 
missions  or  preaching  points.  ’The 
Baptist  membership  is  256  in  all  of  the 
churches.  Last  year  they  contributed 
615,746.  During  the  year  there  were  33 
baptisms,  which  is  to  be  compared 
with  12  for  the  year  before.  This  is  a 
reflection  of  an  evangelism  campaign 
Oct.  2  to  9  with  visiting  preachers  in 
every  church  and  preaching  point.  Be¬ 
fore  the  campaign  began  there  was  a 
series  of  concerts  by  Joe  Ann  Shelton 
and  her  accompanist,  Loeen 
Bushman,  of  Fort  Worth. 

Sunday  School  enrollment  is  much 
greater  than  church  membership  with 
704  on  the  rolls.  Vacation  Bible  School 


Southern  Baptists  began  missionary 
efforts  in  Jorian  in  1952  when  we 
purchased  a  hospital  from  an  Ekiglish 
missionary  doctor.  ’The  hospital  is  lo¬ 
cated  in  the  hills  of  Gilead  at  Ajloun. 

ifor  26  yearathls  hospital  has  been  a 
bate  of  medical  care,  education,  and 
evangelism  in  the  area.  It  has  cared 
for  the  physical  needs  of  the  area  resi¬ 
dents  as  well  as  seeking  to  help  in 
spiritual  ways,  and  it  has  operaM  a 
school  of  nursing. 

It  is  likely  that  fuU-scale  operations 
at  the  hospital  will  be  ceased,  and  it 
will  become  a  clinic.  Though  for  years 
H  was  the  finest  medical  facility  in  the 
nation,  this  is  no  lon^  the  fact  be¬ 
cause  the  nation  has  built  two  hospitals 
that  are  a  great  deal  finer  as  far  as 
facilities  are  concerned.  Also,  it  has 
become  difficult  to  find  nursing  stu¬ 
dents  amoiM  the  Jordanians. 

A  new  budding  was  erected  at  the 
hospital  site  hi  1974,  however,  and  It 
will  continue  to  function  as  a  clinic  and 
as  a  base  for  missionary  operations. 

Other  missions  operations  in  Jordan 
are  carried  on  at  tte  Baptist  school  in 
Amman.  'Hiere  are  225  students  in 
grades  one  through  five  and  including 
a  kindergarten.  ’These  students  in¬ 
dude  two  children  of  King  Hussein; 
three  children  of  Crown  Prince  Has- 
san;  and  one  child  of  Princess  Basma. 
the  king’s  sister. 

'The  school  will  soon  add  a  sixth 
grade. 

The  school  limits  enrollment  to  225 
students  at  this  time  so  that  there  will 
be  no  more  than  30  students  per  class¬ 
room.  There  are  12  full-time  teachers 
and  one  part-time.  There  are  two  full- 
lime  administrators. 

The  school  receives  no  operating 
money  from  the  Foreign  Mission 
Board.  Only  capital  funds  and  salaries 
are  provided.  Operating  expenses 
come  from  the  tuition,  which  is  6200 
per  year,  and  gifts  that  come  from  the 
parents  and  others.  Next  year  the  tui¬ 
tion  will  be  raised  to  6300.

“Finally,  brethren,  pray  for  us,  that 
the  Word  of  the  Lord  may  speed  on  and 
triumph,  as  it  did  among  you."  The 
thought  is:  “Keep  on  making  us  the 
subject  of  your  prayers.”  “Speed  on" 
is  literally  “run”.  It  does  not  necessar¬ 
ily  imply  that  the  preacher  must  talk 
quickly,  but  he  should  be  quick  to  take 
any  opportunity  which  comes.  Glory  is 
for  the  Lord  and  in  a  deep  sense  He  is 
present  in  the  Word  preached  and  in 
the  Word  written.
